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Forced out 

of our home 

- by rats 


A FAMILY of six have been forced 
out of their home by an infestation 
of rats. 

Lisa and Jesue Nwaha have lived 
in their home in Sutton with their 
four children for around eight years. 

But Sanctuary Housing, the social 
housing provider which owns the 
three-bedroom property, is now 
having to put the family up in local 
hotels as rats have turned their 
house into a “health and safety haz¬ 
ard”. 

Sanctuary says it is not responsi¬ 
ble for controlling vermin and that 
it is up to tenants to do so. 

But Lisa, who lives with her hus¬ 
band and children, Daniel, 21, 
Lewis, 18, Olivia, 7, and foshua, 2, at 
the property in The Orchards, 
insists Sanctuary is to blame. 

She said: “We’re effectively now 
homeless. 

“We were told on Thursday that 
our home was a health and safety 
hazard and that we’d have to be 
moved into emergency accommo¬ 
dation that night. 

“We’ve been in different hotels 
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every night since and we’ve also 
been staying at my husband’s 
friend’s house. 

“It’s horrendous - we’re being 
treated like animals by Sanctuary 
and this is all their fault.” 

Lisa, an assistant manager at 
Clintons in Ely, and Jesue, who 
works for Conductive Inkjet 
Technology in Cambridge, say that 
their electricity started to trip early 
last week. 

On Thursday an electrician work¬ 
ing for Sanctuary came out to the 
house and told them to move out. 

Lisa, 38, said: “He was horrified. 
He said that the house was a health 
and safety hazard as there were so 
many rats in the attic. They had 
chewed through all the wires, which 
was why it was tripping. 

“He called head office and told 
them that we needed to move out 
for ours and our children’s safety. 

“We’ve had rat issues for around 
four years but nowhere near as bad 


as this. We’re furious. Sanctuary 
should never have allowed things to 
get like this. 

“What more can people like us do 
other than put rat poison down? 
That’s what we’ve been doing but it 
hasn’t helped at all. 

“We both work full time, we pay 
our rent and we’re not on benefits 
yet Sanctuary does nothing to help 
us. 

“They also haven’t even been in 
touch with us since we moved out. 
They couldn’t care less. 

“We’ve done everything we can 
but they’re doing virtually nothing 
and it’s not fair.” 

A spokesman for Sanctuary 
Housing said the family will be able 
to move back into their home by the 
middle of October. 

He said: “We are aware of the situ¬ 
ation and are working with the ten¬ 
ants to help resolve the issue. 

“The family has been moved into 
temporary accommodation while 
we solve the problem and we are 
confident all works will be com¬ 
pleted by the middle of October.”

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EMG Motor Group 
to stay in the city 


GERMAN supermarket chain 
Lidl appears to have backed out 
of moving into Ely. 

Bosses at the budget supermar¬ 
ket giant have been trying to 
build a store in the city for almost 
six years. 

Finally, after having had its 
plans rejected by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, the company was given 
permission by the Planning 
Inspectorate to build a non-food 
store in Angel Drove. 

But this week EMG Motor 
Group - the premises which Lidl 
were planning to take over - 
revealed that they have now 
acquired the freehold from Lidl. 

Speaking to Ely News, leff 
Goodacre, EMG’s regional man¬ 
ager, said: “EMG Motor Group 
has now acquired the freehold 
from Lidl UK for the premises 
from which we trade in Angel 
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Drove. 

“It’s a move which means EMG 
will continue to operate in Angel 
Drove for what we are confident 
will be many more years to come. 

“Ely is a valuable location for us 
and even if Lidl was to take over 
our current site, we were never 
going to just abandon the area. 

“We would have most certainly 
relocated. 

“We’re now in the process of 
coming up with a refurbishment 
programme for our base in Angel 
Drove and will continue to do 
what we’ve been doing here for 
the foreseeable future.” 

The decision by the Planning 
Inspectorate earlier this year 
meant that Lidl could have built 
its store at the site. 

At the time, Lidl said it was 


going to open a store to sell DIY 
goods, carpets, pet products, 
furniture and electrical and gas 
appliances - something which 
was welcomed by locals. 

However, the firm did say at the 
time that it was “reviewing its 
current position prior to moving 
forward”. 

Nobody from Lidl was available 
to comment. The decision to 
allow a store to be built in Ely 
was made just weeks after rival 
store Aldi opened its doors in the 
city’s Lisle Lane.

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Cathedral setting for final farewell to Sir Henry 


THE bells of Ely Cathedral have 
pealed a last farewell to champion 
racehorse trainer Sir Henry Cecil. 

Hundreds of people attended a 
memorial service this afternoon to 
pay their respects to a man 
described as “the much-loved 
gentleman of our sport”. 

The 70-year-old Newmarket trainer 
died on June 11 after a long battle 
with stomach cancer and was laid to 
rest at Craithes Castle near 
Aberdeen, the ancestral seat of his 
mother’s family. 


A special service was given today 
in Ely for friends and colleagues of 
the 10-time champion trainer, whose 
extraordinary career included 
winning 25 British Classics and his 
iconic run with the unbeaten 
racehorse Frankel. 

A private family funeral was held 
at St Agnes Church, Newmarket, in 
June. 

His widow Lady Cecil said Sir 
Henry had always loved Ely 
Cathedral which he claimed was 
visible on a clear day from the top of 


Warren Hill, Newmarket, where he 
worked as a trainer. 

Amongst those reported to be 
present were Channel 4 presenter 
Clare Balding, racing commentator 
Derek Thompson, jockey Tom 
Queally and the Queen’s trainer Sir 
Michael Stoute. 

Julie Sinclair, from Soham, was 
among dozens of people who 
gathered outside to watch people 
entering the cathedral. 

She said: “Sir Henry was a great 
and popular man and I wanted to 


come down to the cathedral just to 
be a part of it all really. 

“I think the cathedral is the perfect 
venue for the service. 

“I saw Clare Balding walking into 
the cathedral which was pretty 
exciting and there are lots of big 
names in the horse racing industry 
inside.” 

A spokesman for the Jockey Club 
posted on Twitter: “Today our 
thoughts, and those of our 
colleagues, are of Sir Henry Cecil, 
his friends and family.”

Big spenders 


Region’s MPs come under the spotlight once 
again as annual expenses are revealed... 
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EAST Cambridgeshire’s two MPs 
have claimed more than 
£150,000 in expenses in just two 
years. 

Figures released by the 
Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority show that 
last year, Sir Jim Paice, MP for 
South East Cambridgeshire, 
claimed £34,704.53. In 2011/12, 
he claimed £22,287.40. 

MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, Steve Barclay, 
was among the biggest spenders 
last year as he claimed £45,709.21 
in expenses. In 2011/12, he 
claimed a hefty £51,736.15. 

The data also revealed that Mr 
Paice was among three MPs from 
the region who employed their 
spouses in their offices. 

His wife, Ava, worked as a par¬ 
liamentary assistant on a salary 
of between £10,000 and £15,000. 

Expenses claimed by the 
region’s MPs totalled nearly 
£300,000 last year and went up by 
3 per cent on the previous 12 
months. 

The total of £286,549 for 2012/13 
compared to £278,636 during the 
previous year and covered 
expenses such as office costs, 
accommodation, and travel, but 
not staff salaries. 



Matthew Sinclair, the chief 
executive of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, was concerned by an 
overall rise in claims. 

He said: “Of course MPs should 
get reasonable office and staff 
support to assist them in their 
important work representing 
constituents at Westminster, but 
these costs must be kept under 
control. 

“Taxpayers want to know that 
they are getting value for their 
money and they will have serious 
concerns about there being a 
hike in the overall cost of run¬ 
ning MPs’ offices over the last 12 
months. 

“While there have been many 
sensible changes to the expenses 
regime since the 2009 scandal, 


this kind of year-on-year rise is 
totally unsustainable and Ipsa 
has to explain to those of us foot¬ 
ing the bill how that has been 
allowed to happen. 

“Unfortunately, Ipsa’s ability to 
safeguard taxpayers’ money has 
already been called into ques¬ 
tion, given its own administra¬ 
tive costs and its recent decision 
to decamp to a plush hotel to 
hatch its plan to increase MPs’ 
pay. 

“What remains essential is that 
all details of MPs’ expenses and 
office costs are easily accessible 
so that taxpayers can judge for 
themselves how their representa¬ 
tives are spending their cash and 
hold them to account as appro¬ 
priate.”

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AN empty shop in Ely city centre 
looks set to become a quirky 
food delicatessen, bar and live 
music venue. 

The former Millets store in 
Market Place has stood empty 
for more than two years ever 
since the outdoor clothing and 
camping firm shut the branch. 

But now there are plans to 
transform the vacant premises 
into an eatery, bar and “hub” 
offering activities such as live 
music, poetry readings and book 
clubs.

In a statement, he said: “We 
intend to primarily sell a large 
variety of products including 
coffee, sandwiches, pastries and 
cakes, all locally sourced where 
possible, as part of promoting 
local suppliers and producers. 

“We are also planning to sell a 
small range of quality wines and 
local bottled beers. This is some¬ 
thing that has been much 
requested by people during our 


research and fits with our inten¬ 
tion to provide something alter¬ 
nate to a pub or bar setting for 
those wishing to have a glass of 
wine or a beer in an environ¬ 
ment not focused on alcohol, but 
rather on atmosphere and where 
the wine or beer is complemen¬ 
tary to the foods served. 

“As part of presenting ourselves 
as a ‘hub’ for Ely and subject to 
necessary consents, we intend to 
offer things like live music, poet¬ 
ry readings, book clubs, wine 
tastings, alongside our intention 
to start a cinema club to show 
not only classic and cult films 
but also lesser known foreign 
and art house films in a commu¬ 


nity cinema framework, as well 
as talks from people on a diverse 
range of topics.” 

The proposed opening hours of 
the venue are 7am-12am Monday 
to Thursday and 7am-2am on 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

He said: “Our ethos is to pro¬ 
vide a space for people to make 
their own, where they can come 
and meet with others or just per¬ 
haps sit by themselves and just 
watch the world go by in a 
relaxed, friendly environment 
whilst enjoying the best Ely has 
to offer.”

Corkers go large for a record-breaker 


JUST when you thought attempts at 
breaking Guinness World Records 
couldn’t get any quirkier - they did. 

Little Downham, near Ely, is 
renowned for its peaceful charm but 
last Friday there was a media flurry 
in the village as Corkers Crisps 
smashed the Guinness World Record 
for making the largest packet of 
crisps... 760cm by 380cm and 
holding one tonne of crisps. 

Last year, Corkers’ founders, Ross 
Taylor and Rod Garnham, sent a 
packet of their crisps into space and 
this year they decided they wanted 
to something bigger, literally. 

They and their Corkers team, 
based at Willow Farm, in Pymoor 


Common, started to fill their 
gigantic bag with crisps at 7.30pm 
on Thursday. 

By Friday afternoon, the bag had 
been filled with almost two million 
individual sea salt flavoured crisps. 

Weighing in at one tonne, they 
beat the former Guinness World 
Record, which was held by a Japan- 
based crisp firm, which in 2012 
made a packet weighing half a 
tonne. 

Speaking to Ely News, Rod said: 
“Smashing the Guinness World 
Record is an amazing feeling but it 
was extremely hard work. 

“Around eight of us worked 
through the night cooking the fresh 


sea salt flavoured crisps at our 
factory and filling the bag. 

“The bag weighs one tonne and 
we estimate there are almost two 
million crisps inside it so it’s every 
crisp lover’s dream!” 

Rod and Ross hope to be able to 
auction the mammoth bag off for 
charity. Corkers has supported the 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation since its 
launch in 2011 and all funds raised 
from the auction would be donated 
to the charity. 

The company also held a family 
fun day on Saturday where people 
were able to see the giant packet, 
enjoy local food and take part in 
various fun and games.

AN habitual shoplifter has been jailed 
for breaching the terms of his anti¬ 
social behaviour order (Asbo). 

Michael King, 33, is a familiar face 
among shopkeepers and business 
owners in Ely. 

In January this year, he was made 
subject of a two-year Asbo in a bid to 
stop his offending. 

Cambridge Magistrates Court heard 
that King, of Duck Lane, Haddenham, 
had a string of convictions dating back 
to 2000. 

Since 2011, he has stolen from 10 dif¬ 
ferent shops in Ely - targeting some 
businesses repeatedly. 

In 2012 alone he racked up 16 convic¬ 
tions. 

The order imposed on King prohibit¬ 
ed him from entering five shops where 
he has committed multiple thefts: 
Boots in Market Street, Premier 
Convenience in High Street, Waitrose 
in The Cloisters, Sainsbury’s in Lisle 
Lane, and the BP Garage in Witchford 
Road. 


But last week, King was back before 
the courts for breaching his Asbo. 

He pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to a total of 10 weeks in prison. 

Sgt Will Davis, who is based in Ely, 
said: “Michael King is a frequent 
offender and well known to local offic¬ 
ers. 

“All help and support has and is being 
offered to prevent his offending by 
police and other agencies, but, as yet, 
to no avail. 

“Despite obvious frustrations with 
his continued offending, there is some 
sense of relief that there will be fewer 
victims in East Cambridgeshire know¬ 
ing that he is in prison. 

“His general offences include thefts 
and breaching his Asbo.” 

Area commander Chief Insp Russ 
Waterston said: “We applied for the 
order to protect the retail community 
and help the community at large. 

“We have had success with two previ¬ 
ous shoplifting Asbos affecting not 
only Ely but also certain shops in 
Burwell, Fordham and Littleport, and 
will pursue future cases similarly.”

We should not be paying 

WHAT is East Cambridgeshire District Council 
up to? We have been told the council is short of 
money yet the development and transport 
committee thinks it can find £1 million to fund 
improvements to the A14! 

This is explained by Councillor Peter Moakes 
who seems to live by the old maxim ‘a week is 
a long time in politics’ and people won’t 
remember his previous comments on other 
issues. 

Do he and his committee really believe that it 
is proper use of the Community Infrastructure 
Levy (CIL) contributions or is this just a ploy to 
deflect attention from the fact that it will be a 
drain on council tax? 

The CIL money should be used to fund projects 
in and around Ely to support the demands of 
the proposed housing developments and 
possibly to improve local roads which will 
impact locals more than what happens on the 
A14. CIL money was not intended to fund 
national road improvement schemes which 
will have no benefit whatsoever for many Ely 
residents so the likelihood is that it will come 
from our council tax. 

Even if it does come from CIL money then 
items it should have been spent on will have to 
be paid by council tax. 

Remember Councillor Moakes defending the 
annual rise in council tax, who stated that it 
was needed to fund essential services? We 
shall have to wait and see how much goes to 
the A14 project. 

Remember Councillor Moakes arguing for the 
introduction of car parking charges in Ely on 
the basis that ‘a good majority of these council 
tax payers do not use or rarely use this service’ 
so should be paid by the users? Why doesn’t he 
apply the same argument to the A14 - why 
should people pay for something they do not 
use? 

George Osborne was recently rather smugly 
stating that the government has frozen council 
tax for two years and this would be extended 
to 2016. He must be pleased that our 
Conservative run council ignores this so that it 
can raise money to fund road improvements 
he is not prepared to fully fund. 


Quite simply the A14 improvements should be 
completely funded on a national basis as it is 
an important national route and road users 
already pay enough in taxation. The problem 
being it runs east west rather than north south 
so is given low priority by the powers that be in 
Westminster. 

Do we now have to pay for the failure of 
politicians at all levels in the East of England 
to convince successive governments of the 
importance of this route? 

We are now told our council are having a ‘root 
and branch review’ because of its poor 
financial situation; this actually clouds the 
question that should be asked: ‘what services 
is it essential the council provides?’ This would 
certainly exclude funding for improvements to 
the A14.

Woman, 82, died after 
‘driver failed to see her’ 


AN elderly woman was run over 
and killed by a lorry when its 
driver failed to see her about to 
cross a busy road. 

Sybil Utteridge, 86, died 
instantly when she was hit by an 
HGV in St Mary’s Street, Ely. 

The accident happened on the 
morning of October 7, 2011 - not 
far from her home in Ribe Court. 

Last Wednesday, almost two 
years after the fatality hap¬ 
pened, an inquest into Mrs 
Utteridge’s death was held. 

The inquest heard that the 
driver of the HGV, Mark Barton, 
of Booton, Norwich, was “slowly 
creeping forward” in the vehicle 
when his front driver’s side 
wheel ran over Mrs Utteridge. 

Unaware what had happened, 
Mr Barton, who was working for 
a firm called Solus Ltd, based in 
Halesowen, near Dudley, at the 
time continued driving - run¬ 
ning over the pensioner with his 
back wheels. 

It wasn’t until he was further 
down St Mary’s Street and he 
looked in his rear mirror that he 
realised something bad had 
happened. 

Witnesses at the inquest 
described how the lorry was sta¬ 
tionary and about to pull off 
when the accident occurred. 

Malcolm Cornwall, who was

one of three men working on 
upgrading the pedestrian cross¬ 
ing in the road at the time, said: 
“I shouted at the driver to stop 
but he didn’t hear me and the 
rear wheels went over the lady. 

“He was driving at normal 
speed, in fact quite slowly. I 
walked up to the lady and her 
injuries were massive. It was 
awful.” 

Pc Tim Kirkby, collision inves¬ 
tigator for Cambridgeshire 
Police, said: “Evidence suggests 
that the pedestrian crossed the 
road in front of the HGV while it 
was stationary and slowly 
creeping forward. 

“The accident was a case of the 
HGV driver failing to see the 
pedestrian and it is not known 
why he didn’t see her. 

“He did drive off but he 
returned literally minutes later 
after he’d realise what he’d 
done.” 

Mr Barton was charged with 
causing death by driving with¬ 
out due care and attention but 
the case was dismissed by the 
Crown Prosecution Service. 

Coroner William Morris 
recorded a verdict of accidental 
death.

10,000 more school 
places are needed 


TEN thousand extra school 
places are needed over the next 
five years to cope with 
Cambridgeshire’s rising popu¬ 
lation. 

New schools are being built 
and others expanded following 
increases in birth rates and 
migration - as the squeeze on 
primary school capacity pushes 
through to secondary level after 
the dawn of Cambridgeshire’s 
baby boom in 2007. 

It has led to concerns that 
bloated schools cannot offer the 
same quality of education as 
smaller ones and fears over the 
council’s ability to react to pop-

ulation shifts because schools 
can now only open as free 
schools or academies, which are 
outside of local authority con¬ 
trol. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says it plans to increase 
primary permanent capacity by 
4,872 places and by 4,950 at sec¬ 
ondary level over the next five 
years. 

In the last five years the num¬ 
ber of children admitted to a 
reception class has gone up from 
6,200 to 7,300 - a rise of more 
than 16 per cent. 


The county council, which says 
forecasting pupil demand is “by 
its very nature, an inexact sci¬ 
ence”, claims to have a handle 
on the situation. 

A report to councillors said: 
“Despite the challenges the 
council can clearly demonstrate 
that it has responded, and con¬ 
tinues to respond proactively to, 
population changes and the 
associated demand for school 
places.”

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Family escape 
as fire rips 
through house 


A YOUNG couple and their 
baby had a lucky escape 
after a huge fire broke out 
in their home. 

Amos Akinwale, his wife 
Chika, and their 8-month- 
old daughter were all in the 
kitchen at their house in 
Allen Road, Ely, when the 
room caught fire. 

A kettle which was close 
to the hob caught light and 
before they knew it the 
extractor fan had burst 
into flames. 

The blaze, which hap¬ 
pened at around 9pm last 
Tuesday, has destroyed 
their kitchen and left their 
home uninhabitable. 

Amos, who has lived in 
the property with his fam¬ 
ily for around 11 months, 
said: “It’s devastating but 
we’re just grateful none of 
us were harmed. 

“Myself, my wife and our 
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little girl were all in the 
kitchen when the fire hap¬ 
pened so the consequenc¬ 
es could have been so 
much worse. 

“The kitchen is totally 
ruined and the fire spread 
through the ceiling and 
into our daughter’s ceiling. 

“The whole house has 
been listed as uninhabita¬ 
ble so we’re having to live 
with family until our 
insurance company can 
find us temporary accom¬ 
modation. 

“It’s awful and it all hap¬ 
pened so quickly. The 
extractor fan exploded in 
the fire and the flames 
spread really quickly. 

“We just rushed outside 
as quickly as we could and 
dialled 999.” 

One fire crew from Ely 


and another crew from 
Littleport attended the fire 
and spent more than two 
hours tackling the flames. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service is urging 
residents to keep flamma¬ 
ble items such as kettles 
well away from hobs. 

Karl Bowden, station 
commander, said: “This 
was quite a complicated 
incident as the fire had 
travelled to the joists 
between the ground and 
the first floor. 

“Therefore, a significant 
amount of cutting away 
was required to ensure 
that we had extinguished 
all of the fire and that there 
were no hot spots remain¬ 
ing. 

“We would advise people 
to keep flammable items 
well away from the hob 
area.”

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Solar so good! 
Farm’s doing 
its bit to help 
rare partridge

A RARE game bird’s numbers are 
increasing in Cambridgeshire thanks 
to a solar form and two men who run it. 

Partridges might be a familiar sight in 
the region, whether it be foraging in 
fields, sunbathing in hedgerows or fran¬ 
tically trying to cross busy roads. 

But when it comes to the English 
Partridge, also known as the Grey 
Partridge, numbers are extremely low. 

In fact, their numbers have fallen by as 
much as 85 per cent in the last 25 years. 

At Mingay Farm - the 35-acre solar 
farm in Twentypence Road, Wilburton 
- its owner Tim Hughes and mainte¬ 
nance contractor and part-time game- 
keeper, Ben Furness, are doing every¬ 
thing they can to boost numbers of the 
rotund bird. 

And it’s paying off. 

Ben said: “Around three years ago we 
had between three and five breeding 
pairs on the farm. 

“It doesn’t sound like many but that’s 
not bad when you consider there are so 
few of them in the country. 

“Years ago there would have been 
thousands of them just like there are the 
French Partridge but it’s a different 
story now. 

“We’ve been trying to increase our 
numbers for around eight years and 
we’ve now got around 20 breeding pairs 
on the farm, which is a massive 
increase.” 

Ben believes the farm’s solar panels 
themselves are helping to increase the 
bird’s numbers. 

He said: “We’ve had about three or 
four broods on the farm this year and 
they’ve all thrived. 

“The solar farm not only has the ideal

habitat with plenty of shelter and insects 
for the birds to eat but it’s also fenced off 
which means there aren’t many people 
walking around - or dogs. 

“Not only that but the solar panels 
themselves are helping as they provide 
protection from the elements and the 
birds are able to get underneath them 
and away from birds of prey. 

“We’re not really doing anything out of 
the ordinary to help the English 
Partridge - we’re just protecting them 
as best as we can and letting them get 
on with it.” 

The solar farm has been up and run¬ 
ning for around two years now and cost 
approximately £13 million to build. 

The scheme will currently save more 
than 55,000 tonnes of carbon dioxide 
over a 25 year period, although there are 
plans to more than double the solar 
farm in size, which are currently in the 
hands of planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 


Councillor is demanding 
improved 3G coverage 


THE leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council is demanding 
better 3G coverage in the 
Ely area. 

Cllr James Palmer, who 
is based in Soham, has 
written a letter to each of 
the big five telecommu¬ 
nication companies ask¬ 
ing them to explain why 
the 3G network in the dis¬ 
trict is so poor. 

He said: “When 3G 
technology was first 
rolled out in the last dec¬ 
ade it was heralded as the 
future of communica¬ 
tions with faster connec¬ 
tivity bringing fantastic 
new opportunities. 


“However, years after it 
was launched only now 
are areas of East 
Cambridgeshire getting 
3G. 

“This is simply not good 
enough especially given 
the speed of our recent 
growth. 

“We are an advanced 
and well educated area of 
the country - yet our suc¬ 
cess often feels to be in 
spite of the obstacles 
which are placed in our 
way. 

“This is why I felt com¬ 
pelled to write to all the 
telecoms operators 
demanding to know 
when the roll out of 3G in 


East Cambridgeshire will 
be complete. 

“I wanted to know if 
they thought it was fair 
for their customers in 
Littleport, Fordham and 
Burwell to pay the same 
bills as all those who 
enjoy 3G coverage in 
major cities - let alone 4G 
which is beginning to roll 
out. 

“By writing to each of 
the chief executives at 
the big five telecommu¬ 
nication companies I 
hope to get some assur¬ 
ance that as 4G technol¬ 
ogy is rolled out we don’t 
face the problems we 
currently face with 3G.”

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How can start-ups 
minimise their 
tax liability?

Just started in business and the 
biggest question is what expenses 
are tax deductible? The official 
line from HMRC is “anything that 
is wholly and exclusively for the 
purposes of the trade”. 

In practice this usually means any 
expenses that directly relate to 
running the business, examples of 
this include. 

• Business use of your 
telephone and internet, 

• Protective clothing, 

• Use of home as office charge, 
to allow for preparing your 
paperwork at home, 

• Business mileage, 

• Professional subscriptions. 

As well as the above common 
expenses, there is also what is 
called the annual investment 
allowance. This means that under 
H M Revenue and Customs 
current rules you are able to set 
the full cost of any plant and 
machinery purchases (including 
Vans) up to a total value of 
£250,000 (from 1 January 2013) 
against your first year profits. 

When you have just started in 
business this can be very helpful, 
particularly if you have had to 
invest in a lot of equipment to 
start trading. It may turn your first 
year of trading into a tax loss, that 
can be carried forward to set 
against future trading profits. 

The best thing to do is to keep a 
record of all your business 
expenses, as well as expenses that 
partly relate to your business, so 
that when you get to the end of 
your first year you can sit down 
and review with your accountant 
what will be eligible to reduce 
your tax bill.

Stray ‘wolf like’ dog

A LARGE ‘wolf like’ dog has finally been 
caught after being on the loose in the 
Ely area.

Parents urged to 
learn more first aid 


PARENTS in the Ely area are 
being urged to learn the first 
aid skills needed to save their 
child’s life. 

It comes after a study car¬ 
ried out by the leading first 
aid charity, St fohn 
Ambulance, revealed that 
over half of parents, 54 per 
cent, in the East of England 
lack the skills necessary to 
save their child in the event of 
a life-threatening accident. 

To raise awareness and 
encourage more people to 
learn basic first aid skills, the 
charity has launched a new 
film from the award-winning 
director behind the fohn 
Lewis commercials. 

Despite 68 per cent of par¬ 
ents in the East of England 
claiming to know basic first 
aid, over half of those sur¬ 
veyed said they would leave 
the boy until an ambulance 
arrived, which would not be 
the correct procedure.

Unemployment continues to drop 


UNEMPLOYMENT in the Ely area 
is continuing to decrease, 
according to figures. 

A study released by the Office 
for National Statistics shows that 
the number of unemployed 
claimants in South East 
Cambridgeshire is now 1,052. This 
represents 1.7 per cent of the 
economically active population 
aged between 16 and 64. 

The figure is also 266 lower than 
in August last year - and 61 lower 
than in July of this year. 

The district has some of the 
lowest rates of unemployment in 
Britain. Nationally the 
unemployment rate stands at 7.7 
per cent.

IT’S the longest running show in the world of theatre - 
now that’s quite an achievement. Agatha Christie's The 
Mousetrap is what you call the ultimate murder mystery 
and is on its 60th anniversary diamond tour. 

If you haven't seen it before, firstly, where have you 
been? And secondly, as you can imagine, it does of 
course involve a murder, a country house and a host of 
suspicious guests - as all good murder mysteries do, and 
don't forget the twist... 

Ella Walker briefly caught up with one of the show's 
stars, Karl Howman, who is reprising his role as the 
shadowy Mr Paravicini. 

How would you describe your character (without giving 
the game away)? 

This was written in 1952, which was only seven years 
after the war ended, so an Italian foreigner, a stranger 
who arrives at the house seeking refuge from the blizzard, 
is, one would say, a villain. Everyone who 
was foreign was a suspect then you 
see, it didn't matter what country, 
especially the ones we were 
opposing like Italy and Germany. 

Is he even really Italian? 

Supposedly Italian - in those 
days you had to take people for 
their word because we didn't 
• have Wikipedia, you couldn't 
just get your phone out. You 
had to take people's word for 
it which is really the strength 
of Christie, because if anybody 
says something to you, you 
can't check, especially if 
you're trapped; and the 


characters are because of the blizzard. 

What appealed you about The Mousetrap ? 

It was Agatha Christie: it was iconic. I just wanted to be 
a part of it and it's my 60th year too, so this is the perfect 
time. 

You're also writing the follow up to your 2010 film 
Fathers of Girls (which starred Ray Winstone). You must 
be busy, writing, touring and performing every night. 

No, no, no, don't put it down that I'm busy! You'd pass 
a hundred people on the street who are 100 times busier 
than me! I sit at a desk and if I think of something I'll write 
it down, that's how busy I am, and then I stroll into a 
theatre, go on stage, enjoy myself in front of a thousand 
people and then walk off, go home, have something to 
eat and go to bed. Now that isn't busy, that's enjoyment. 
Why do you think The Mousetrap is so enduringly 
popular? 

I'll give you three reasons. First, Agatha Christie the 
brand; a worldwide brand, books published in every 
country more or less, and the play does what it says 
on the tin, it's an Agatha Christie thriller. Two, The 
Mousetrap was her first play, it was only performed in 
the West End apart from a brief tour so it created a club, 
a "Who's seen The Mousetrap ?" Club. And word of 
mouth: you've got to see The Mousetrap and then you're 
got to keep quiet about who did it! And the third thing I 
think is the popularity of the television series, Marple and 
Poirot. The production qualities are just marvellous, in my 
opinion they're just brilliant.

Literary feast 




LORD of Padstow (not his official title mind, he just runs 
half the Cornish seaside town), Rick Stein is the king of 
seafood and is the first big fish (sorry) getting this year’s 
Ely Literary Festival off to a swimming start (yep, and 
again) tonight at 7pm at Ely Cathedral. 

The TV chef and restaurateur will be discussing his new 
autobiography Under A Mackerel Sky, a memoir that 
tussles with a seemingly idyllic, roaming childhood in 
Oxfordshire which was obliterated by his father's suicide 
when Stein was 18. Adrift and broken, Stein escaped to 
Australia, New Zealand and Mexico before returning to 
Cornwall where, after a few false starts and a few odd 
jobs, he started making a name for himself in food. 

And he's ever so good at food and is rather expert 
at churning out a cookery book to coincide with each 
new BBC-funded culinary adventure. A case in point; he 
recently shot back up the book chart with Rick Stein's 
India: In Search Of The Perfect Curry, the spice-laden 
accompaniment to his BBC cookery-cum-travel show of 
the same name. 

Hear him chat about food stuffs, trips and growing up, 
and expect to feel incredibly hungry. 

There's another foodie event for you (particularly 
you literary types who love to read and snack) at Old 
Bishop's Palace on Monday, September 23 at 7.30pm. 

Deb Perelman, who launched Smitten Kitchen, her 
award-winning cookery blog more than seven years ago, 
with the aim of showcasing: "Fearless cooking from a 
tiny kitchen in New York City," will be speaking about 
her career and her blog. 

The premise for the blog is: "A lot of comfort foods 
stepped up a bit, things like bread and birthday cakes 
made entirely from scratch and tutorials on everything 
from how to poach an egg to how to make tart doughs 
that don't shrink up on you, but also a favorite side dish 
(zucchini and almonds) that takes less than five minutes 
to make." Get the idea? It doesn't matter if you're a pro 
with a pan and a shelf of ingredients, or are slightly more 



apprehensive about switching the oven on, she'll charm 
you anyway. 

Deb will be chatting about her debut cookery book, 
The Smitten Kitchen Cookbook, and doing a few foodie 
demonstrations to boot. 

And bewitching is a term often used to describe the 
elusive Cambridge-based author Ali 
Smith. 

Her stories, from the whimsical, worrisome The 
Accidental which won the 2005 Whitbread Novel 
Award and was shortlisted for the Orange and the Man 
Booker Prize), to the crush of freedom and anonymity 
explored in Hotel World (also shortlisted for the Orange 
and the Man Booker), spiral wonderingly and playfully. 

The Inverness-born writer studied in Aberdeen before 
taking up a PhD at Newnham College in Cambridge (she 
didn't finish it), lecturing at the University of Strathclyde 
and then pitching fully into authordom. 

At Ely library on Tuesday, September 24 at 7.30pm, 

She will be discussing her latest book, Shire, which fuses 
fiction, autobiography and poetry in four short tales 


about life and landscape in Cambridge, linking it silkily 
with Smith's homelands in the north of Scotland, all 
prettily illustrated by Sarah Wood. 

The Independent on Sunday said: "You will 
want to read this book at least three 
times: once in a headlong rush of 
fandom; then with an internet 
connection and a dictionary of | 
poetic terms; and finally in \ 
a darkened room with the 
phone switched off and 
time to savour Smith's 
delicious, playful use 
of language. A truly 
bewitching collection." I

IN life, the Princess Of Wales 
divided opinion. So it's fitting 
that Oliver Hirschbiegel's 
drama based on Kate Snell's 
contentious book Diana: Her 
Last Love, should have stirred 
controversy before a single 
frame has unspooled on the 
big screen. 

Dr Hasnat Khan, the 
subject of the picture, 
publicly denounced the film 
as a fiction,while a pre¬ 
recorded radio interview 
with star Naomi Watts ended 
abruptly with the suggestion 
that she walked out on DJ 
Simon Mayo. 

Tittle tattle aside, Diana is 
a trashy made-for-TV movie 
blessed with an award¬ 
winning German director and 
an Oscar nominated lead 
actress, whose talents are 
well and truly squandered. 

Both are undone by 
Stephen Jeffrey's clumsy 
script while Watts also lacks 
sexual chemistry with co-star 
Naveen Andrews, making 
a mockery of the tears and 
tantrums when the central 
relationship ultimately breaks 
down. 

If the public image of the 
princess was elegance and 
poise, behind the scenes 


in Hirschbiegel's film she 
is emotionally cold and 
calculating, tipping off a 
tabloid photographer to 
her whereabouts so he can 
splash pictures of her on 
a yacht with Dodi Fayed 
(Can Anvar) and pique 
the jealousy of Dr Khan 
(Andrews). 

Pathetic attempts to win 
Khan back take a leaf out of 
the book of Bridget Jones 
including scenes of Diana 
attempting different dialects 
in the hope the doctor will 
take her call. 

Opening in Paris in 1997, 
Hirschbiegel's film rewinds 
two years to sow the seeds 
of romance between the 
princess and Khan, part of 
which involves smuggling 
him into Kensington Palace 
in the back of her car. 

The pressure of conducting 
a romance through the 


omnipresent lens of the 
media takes its toll and Khan 
eventually ends the affair, 
propelling Diana into Dodi's 
arms. 

The film isn't quite the 
total disaster some critics 
have suggested but it comes 
perilously close. Watts offers 
a passable impression of 
a global icon, rehearsing 
answers to Martin Bashir's 
questions in a mirror so she 
can perfect her head tilt as 
she whispers, "There were 
three of us in this marriage ... 
so it was a bit crowded." 

Andrews fails to live up 
to his surgeon's nickname 
as Mr Wonderful and 
Hirschbiegel's direction lacks 
energy. 

An excessive two-hour 
running time will test the 
patience of even the most 
ardent and devoted Diana 
fan.

Storage is 

the secret... 



THE warm summer months might be over, but the 
abundant wild berries, plentiful apples, and juicy 
tomatoes they helped create can make it feel like 
the sun is still shining. 

It's unlikely keen gardeners can manage to eat 
all this bumper produce immediately though, 
which is where the art of 
storage comes in. 

Maincrop potatoes and 
onions will keep well in a cool 
shed or garage, while garlic 
should be placed in a cool 
room in the house. All three 
should be free of soil and 
perfectly dry before storing. 

Onions and garlic can be 
strung and hung up, while 
potatoes will be quite happy in 
paper or a hessian sack, kept 
in the dark to stop them from 
sprouting. 

If you have blackcurrants, redcurrants and 
gooseberries, these are perfect for jams, partly 
because they contain plenty of pectin, the 
ingredient that makes jam set. With jams or 
jellies, it is important to sterilise the jars and lids 
for 10 minutes in boiling water before using them. 
Most fruits and vegetables will last up to 12 
months using this method. 


Blackberries and other wild berries have been 
abundant this year, thanks to last year's wet 
summer and this year's dry one, and are easy to 
freeze (although avoid freezing strawberries as 
they become mushy). Just select the best fruit, 
spreading the berries in a single layer on a clean 
tray and put it in the fast-freeze 
section of the freezer. Once it's 
frozen, transfer it to bags and 
return it to the freezer. 

If you have too many ripe 
tomatoes, try drying them in 
the oven, placing them on a 
tray at the lowest setting for 
several hours with the oven 
door just ajar. Alternatively, 
skin them by placing them in 
a bowl of just boiled water, 
leaving them there for a few 
minutes, then removing the 
skin and blitzing them into a 
puree which can be a base for any Italian passata, 
which can be frozen. Unripe tomatoes can also be 
transformed into delicious green tomato chutney, 
there are umpteen recipes to be found on the 
internet. 

Cucumbers spring to mind when we think of 
pickling, but many vegetables and fruits can 
be preserved in this manner including peppers, 


cauliflower, apples and pears. Peas and green 
beans should be blanched (dunked in boiling 
water for several minutes, then plunged into 
cold water and dried off) before freezing, while 
courgettes freeze satisfactorily in prepared dishes 
such as ratatouille, and pumpkins can be made 
into preserves using lemons, sugar and mixed 
spices. 

Root vegetables such as carrots, parsnips, 
beetroot and celeriac can generally be left in the 
ground until required, although try to dig a few 
up to store in a cool place before winter sets in 
and the ground becomes too hard to harvest 
them easily. 


To store gluts of apples and pears, you'll need 
to handle them carefully, placing them in a room 
with a low, even temperature, good ventilation 
and a moist atmosphere such as a cellar. 

If you are putting apples in your garden 
shed, wrap them in newspaper (this slows the 
shrivelling process and isolates rots), put them in 
boxes, stack them in a cool spot under insulation 
(such as straw or polystyrene sheets) and cover 
with polythene. 

Check them regularly for signs of disease and 
remove any which have rotted. Pears prefer 
slightly drier and warmer conditions and are best 
not wrapped or stacked.
